He oarer 
mad* a itruggla after tbe trap was 
sprung. McCoy slept well the night 
before. He sang en* prayed several 
times, and retired at l o'clock. He 
professed religion several weeks ago, 
and aaid ho was ready to go, Ee 
met bis death bravely and made a 
short talk upon the scaffold, advising 
hiafeUowmen to let drinking and evil 
women alone. He spoke in very high 
praise <jt,tho present jailer. Sheriff 
Wright; and the ex-Jailer, Dan Wade, 
McCoy said his great sin, had been for- 
given, and he hoped to meet everyone 
present tn beaven. 


Wednesday night he made a confes- 


sion stating that on the night of April 
tt, 18S1, ha wo* drinking, and that he 
and his mistress. Mollte Mogmder, 
quarreled and he struck her twice with 
a club and then beat her in tho head 
until she was dead. He said that he 
left a wife and three children when be 
went to live with tbe woman he killed, 
and that he hod served three yean in 
the penitentiary at Worrenton, Mo 
He said he rightly deserved tbe pun- 
ishment tbat he w»* to meet in a tow 
hours.

A Counter Proposition. 


The house was not at first disposed 


to do more than reject the proposition 
but after a thorough debate it was 
voted to appoint a committee of five to 
prepare a counter proposition to the 
governor. The committee after a de- 
liberation of fifty minutes reported in 
substance as follows: 


That a counter proposition be sub- 


mitted to the governor that aa the re- 
publicans, having commenced these 
proceedings in the supreme court the 
republicans dismiss 'all proceedings In 
contempt except the Dunn case; th»t 
the sheriff dismiss his deputies; that 
the governor dismiss the militia from 
duty; that the republicans have full 
and undisturbed possession of the hall 
of the house of representatives; that 
the republicans will not interfere with 
tho Dunsmore house; that this agree- 
ment remain in force until the supreme 
court decides the test cases. 


The house made an amended report 


late in tho day, which was adopted. 
The principal changes are that the 
chief clerks of the rival houses shall 
be arrested for contempt, and their 
cases submitted by habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings to the supreme court for an 
immediate decision. This agreement 
was ratified by the signatures of Doug- 
lass, Dunsmore and Lewelling. 


The popuHsts of Shawnee county 


have begun to complain because the 
sheriff has sworn so many deputies. 
Deputy sheriffs are paid two dollars a 
day, so Shawnee county will have to 
pay 11,000 for the army of deputies on 
duty yesterday. 


Tho crowds on the streets are in- 


creasing The afternoon trains brought 
in hundreds of men from all parts of 
Kansas. They all say that the excite- , 
ment is more intense throughout the 
state than It la in Topeka, for many 
misleading telegrams have been sent.

The com- 
pany's ranks have been so depleted for 
several months that it was on the verge 
of dlsbandment, and as soon as the or- 
der was received a notification was sent 
ont that recruits would be enlisted.

Binate. 


WASHINGTOH, Feb IT.—A careful can- 


vass of tbe members of tho senate) ap- 
pears to indicate that the Hawaiian 
treaty will be ratified with several 
votes more than the necessary two- 
thirds to spare. It is understood that 
members of the foreign affairs oommlt- 
tee have sounded the temper of the sen- 
ate and found that this conclusion is 
without doubt The limit of the oppo- 
sition is put at twenty votes, while 
other senators, more sanguine, believe 
that those opposed to the treaty cannot 
muster even that number. 


There is a feeling on the part of some 


senators that a question of this im- 
portance to the American people, am- 
plifying, as it does, the Monroe doc- 
trine, should not be discussed behind 
closed doors and under the protection 
of secrecy of an executive session. Ac- 
cordingly an effort will be made to 
have the whole subject debated and 
acted upon in open session. 


Another reason for an open session 


is found in the statement of a senator 
who says that it is possible that some 
votes might be cast against annexa- 
tion in secret that would not be cast 
that way if the proceedings were sub- 
jected to the scrutiny of the people at 
large. At all events, It is understood 
that the attempt will be made to have 
the barrier to the utmost publicity re- 
moved. 


Leprosy In the TJnlted Statee. 


WASHINGTON, Fab, 17.—The Hawaiian 


commissioners last evening spoke of 
Senator Vest's allusions in his speech 
yesterday about the danger of the In- 
troduction of leprosy into the states in 
consequence of annexation as not well 
founded. "Why," said Mr. Castle, "I 
saw a leper walking the streets of 
Washington yesterday. There was no 
mistaking the symptoms, with which 
I am familiar. No such a thing as that 
would be imposed by Honolulu or by 
any other country of the Hawaiian 
islands. We keep the lepers together, 
and if the present efficient system Is 
not disturbed the disease in time will 
be wholly eradicated. The number of 
unfortunates in the settlement has 
been reduced from about 1,200 to 
slightly in excess of 1,000. 


"The (situation in the United States 


is not such," continued Mr. Castle, "as 
to warrant opposition to annexation by 
fear of importation of leprosy from Ha- 
waii. There has been leprosy in Louis- 
iana for 200 years, and Wisconsin Is 
cursed with the disease brought from 
the countries of northern Europe. In 
neither of these states is thorn any such 
effective laws against its spread as are 
in force in Hawaii. Why, in a New 
York hospital there is a lepers' ward. 
Tbe discr.se is not new nor strange In 
the United States, and there is no dan- 
ger of its spreading here because of the 
annexation of Hawaii."

FOR THE MORDER OF HIS MISTRESS, 


For Whom He Hsd Deserted • Wife 


«nd Three Children—His Crime Due 


to Drink—He Rightly Deserved 


the Punishment. 


, Mo., Feb. IT.—William 


McCoy, the negro murderer of his mis- 
tress, Mollie Magruder, was hanged 
here yesterday morning. The drop fell 
at 0:14 o'clocs, and he was pronounced 
dead in sixteen minutes. He never 
made a struggle after the trap was 
sprung. McCoy slept well the night 
before. lie sang an4 prayed several 
times, and retired at 1 o'clock. He 
professed religion several weeks ago, 
and said he was ready to go. He 
met his death bravely and made a 
shprt talk upon the scaffold, advising 
his fellowmen to let drinking and evil 
women alone. He spoke in very high 
praise ojt^tho present jailer, Sheriff 
Wrlgh'f, and the ex-Jailer, Dan Wade. 
McCoy said his great sin had been for- 
frlveu, and he hoped to meet everyone 
present in heaven. 


Wednesday night he mode a confes- 


sion stating that on the night of April 
«, 1891, he was drinking, and that he 
and his mistress, Mollie Magruder, 
quarreled and he struck her twice with 
a club and then beat her in the head 
until she was dead. He said that he 
left a wife and three children wlien he 
went to live with the woman he killed, 
and that he had served three years in 
the penitentiary at Warrenton, Mo 
He said he rightly deserved the pun- 
ishment that he was to meet in a few 
hours.
